But whether you go 
to the store or order by phone, 
don’t tear out the coupon stamps 
until a store employe (including 
delivery boys; can watch you.

A National War Labor Board panel has recommended 
that the Board issue another order against Montgomery 
Ward and Co. im posing upon Wards’ six large stores 
in Denver, Detroit and N e w Y ork City:

2. Compulsory arbitration 
whishes to raise. 
o f any question the union 


Wards objects to the proposed order for these reasons: 


1. T h e War Labor Board is w ithout authority. Congress, 
the only law-making authority under the Constitu­ 
tion, has not em pow ered the Board to order any 
employer to adopt these requirements. 


2. T h e War Labor Board, by ordering a closed shop in 
this case, w'ill be furthering disrespect for constitu­ 
tional authority. T he Board is attempting to assume 
a pow er to make rules and laws by executive fiat 
alone. The public is being deceived into believing 
that the Board’s orders have the force of law, when 
in fact they have no such effect. Lmployees are being 
confused and deceived 
into believing that their 
governm ent desires them to join labor unions when 
in fact the national policy as declared by Congress 
is that employees are free to join or not, as they 
wish. Thus the Board is destroying the very essence 
o f democracy, the right o f the people to make law's 
through those w h om 
the people elect for that 
purpose. 


3. T h e War Labor Board, by promiscuously granting 
som e form o f the closed shop, is destroying the 
laws constitutionally enacted by Congress. The 
National Labor Relations Act endorses, guarantees 
and encourages the process of collective bargaining. 
The orders o f this Board, however, have led the 
unions to abandon collective bargaining. The union 
in this case has rushed to the War Labor Board in 
the conviction that the Board will grant more than 
it could obtain through collective bargaining, the 
procedure which Congress has sought to protect 
and encourage. Other unions are follow ing the same 
course. Thus the Board, by this proceeding and by 
its policies as proclaimed in other proceedings of 
this nature, is nullifying the public policy of the na­ 
tion as declared by Congress and set forth in the 
National Labor Relations Act. Laws passed by (Con­ 
gress, the only law-making authority under our 
Constitution, can not legally be repealed by execu­ 
tive decree. 


4. The proposed order would require Wards to violate 
the law*. It would require W ards, first, to interfere 
w ith the free choice o f its employees to resign from 
the union; second, to give support to the union by 
a check-off o f union dues; and third, to discriminate 
against employees if they resign their membership 
in the union, all in direct violation o f the National 
Labor Relations Act. 


5. Wards operates in a highly competitive field com ­ 
posed o f one million seven hundred fifty thousand 
retail establishments. It is unfair to impose burdens 
upon Wards and not upon those with whom it is in

applied uniformly against all retail establishments. 


6. The proposed order would require Wards to sur­ 
render to outside arbitrators the final decision on all 
matters which the union may wish to treat as griev-' 
ances. Thus Wards* sixty thousand shareholders 
would be deprived of the right to direct, through 
the management they select, the affairs o f the corpo­ 
ration they own. 


7. Lander this ’'maintenance o f m em bership” form of 
closed shop, employees are not free to resign from 
the union without losing their jobs. Wards is com-* 
pelled to discharge every union member who fails 
to maintain his union membership in go o d standing 
(non-payment of dues, etc.). ’’Maintenance o f mem­ 
bership” is the starting phase which inevitably 
leads to the full closed shop and a labor monopoly. 


8. The proposed order violates the fundamental prin­ 
ciples o f liberty. Liberty requires that an employee 
be free to join, to refuse to join, or to resign from a 
union without losing his job. Liberty requires that 
an employer be free to employ the person hest 
suited for the work. 


9. Wards has consistently defended these principles o f 
liberty. In times o f peace, Wards successfully de­ 
nied all dem ands for the closed sh op in any form. 
T w o years a go the Teamsters' Union, in an effort 
to force a closed shop, maintained a vicious seven 
months strike against Wards’ retail stores and mail 
order houses on the Pacific (.oast. T w o mail order 
houses and six retail stores were forced to close, 
forty-three other scores were picketed, and Wards 
suffered damages exceeding two million dollars. 
Employees were slugged, customers abused, and 
property destroyed. T he railroads, the express com ­ 
panies, the truckers and finally the United Stares 
Post Office obeyed the demands o f the union and, 
with total disregard for their obligations to the 
public and in violation of law', refused service to 
Wards and its customers. 
Nevertheless, Wards, 
w'hile announcing its w illingness to bargain and to 
contract w ith the union, refused to compromise the 
principles it was defending. T h e strike did not end 
until the union, in writing, withdrew' its demand 
for a closed shop. 


Even if the War Labor Board had the authority 
w-hich it lacks, it should not, in time o f sear, w’hen 
sacrifices are demanded o f all, grant to any union a 
privilege it could not have obtained in time of peace. 


Wards has no quarrel with legitimate union practices. 
However, 
Wards 
strongly opposes the War Labor 
Board’s illegitimate attempts to sabotage our laws and to 
socialize all industry, ostensibly as a part o f the war effort. 


Wards desires to continue to obey the law, to preserve 
constitutional government, to maintain management by 
ownership, to remain competitive, and to leave its 
employees free to belong or not to belong to a union 
as they wish. 


In accordance with these principles Wards must reject 
any proposals which require it to enter into contracts 
which it believes to be illegal, or to surrender principles 
which it considers to be fundamental. 
In so doing, 
Wards is taking the course which g o o d citizenship 
requires.

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PAPER SI PPIO A PROBEEM 
Ail Associated Press dispatch from Washington says 
that the Canadian and American governments Saturday 
announced a S4 a ton increase in the ceiling for standard 
newsprint paper. 
The annoncement was made jointly 
by the Office of Price Administration and the Canadian 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
T h e OPA said the 
increase was necessary “because the newsprint industry 
can no longer absorb the increased c l which war con­ 
ditions have brought about.’’ 
For some time newspapers and magazines have been 
expecting a further cut in the supply of paper about the 
first of April. 
So you can expect smaller and more 
compact magazines and papers further reduced in size 
in the months ahead. 
An exchange sizes up the situation bv calling atten­ 
tion to the fact that many woodcutters have gone to 
war. while deep winter snows in the far north are prov­ 
ing a hardship to the pulp industry. 
Less wood cut 
means less pulp and less paper. 
The disappearance of crepe and decorative papers 
is expected at an early date. Fact is. manufacturers are 
going to concentrate on such essential items as contain­ 
ers for shells and other arms. 
Paper bags are being 
used to pack cement, gypsum and other bulk products. 
The Wall Street Journal reports that on the Pacific 
coast, logging of wood for pulp making has been ham­ 
pered by the shortage of manpower, by an embargo on 
the export of logs from Canada to the United States 
and by heavy snowfall which has made it difficult to 
work in the woods. 
And in the east and south, trucks and tires are 
wearing out; replacement is difficult 
and there you have 
another problem for the woodsmen. 
Britain has long felt the pinch of paper shortage, 
and memories slip easily back to the First World War 
when it was a scarce article then for the boys who 
wanted to write home. 
War brings a lot of problems, 
and the paper matter is one of them. 
We ll appreciate our newspapers and magazines all 
the more because of it—and many will be content to 
rely more on some of the books published in the last 
few years when new volumes grow scarce.
